All that vemains is the in- 
evitable query, has it all been 
worth while? Is advocacy 
merely a glorious way of carn- 
ing a living, or docs it serve 
some useful purpose? 

Is the advocate of any real 
value to anybody fexcept him- 
self? 

Perhaps it is only necessary 
to watch o itigant trying to 
conduct his own case unaided, 
floundering through a mass of 
evidence, to realise at once 
that trained advocacy is an 
absolute necessity to justice; 
without the advocate law as 
we understand it could not 
survive, 5 

Jt is the position. of the 
advocate himself which causes 
so much misunderstanding. Jt 
is on great misfortune to the 
Bar that the community knows 
so little of the principles by 
which it is guided: 


The duty 


If the public were better in- 
formed, barristers would not 
be harassed by the perpetual 
inquiry: “How can: a self- 
respecting counsel honestly de- 
fend a person whom he knows 
or believes to be guilty? How 
can he,- in honesty, represent a 
client whom he believes to be 
a Mar?’* 

Such a question shows a 
woeful ignorance of the dutics 
and obligations of the English 


Bar. 

Aso barrister is the only 
person who has the right of 
nudience in a superior court, 
that right casts on him the 
absolute duty to represent to 
the best of his ability any 
client who requires his services 
and is prepared to instruct him 
properly. 

In a criminal trial 
soner is entitled to be repre- 
sented whether he be innocent 
or gullty, and the question of 
this imnocence or guilt jis no 
concern of his advocate, 

That question never really 
comes before the court at all. 
The issue o jury is called on 
to decide is not whether the 
prisoner {s Innocent or guilty, 
but ‘whether the prosccution 
have succeeded in proving con- 
clusively that he is guilty—a 
very different thing. : . 


Not bound 


In a civil action the position 
is precisely the same. It ls for 
the jury or the court to decide 
which of the parties ts telling 
the truth.

are not bound to 
form, nor even justified in 
forming, an opinion of their 
own, Indeed if they. attempt it 
the result may spell disaster.

Justice done 


®But can he ever be quite 
sure that it was he who won 
it? Can advocacy ever win a 
ease? Was it his unstinted 
efforts that brought about the 
much deserved result, or did 
the case simply win Stself? 
The Inte Mr Justice Rigby 
Swift, a most forceful judge, 
was once dining at a mess din- 
ner on circujt, when he ‘was 
greeted triumphantly by the 
circuit leader, 
“Well, judge,” he said, “I 
had a good win before you to- 
y.” 
Rigby Swift was never onc 
to mince his words. ‘ 
“How dare you say you had 
a win before me?” he retort- 
ed. “I sit in court to sce that 
justice {s done, In my court 
justice’ is done. No counsel 
ever wins a case before me.” 
The learned judge was nearly 
right. I have known so many 
advocates—good advocates and 
very good advocates, bad udvo- 
cates. and very bad advocates— 
and in the result I om satisfied 
that at least 90 percent of all 
cases win or. lose themselves. 
But of the remaining ten per 
cent. it is not so easy to speak 
with certainty. Undoubtedly a 
case can be lost by bad advocacy, 
per 8 the antithesis equally 
rue? 


Very seldom. 


Can ao brillfant advocate tver 
win a case which, without his 
‘brilliant advocacy, would have 
been lost? 

‘I know he can—very seldom, 
but “on those. rare occasions 
which prove the exception to @ 
reneral rule. 

Mony years ago a member 
of the racing fraternity was an 
his trial for murder. He was 
defended by a thoroughly com~- 
petent advocate, but the pro- 
secution was in the hands of 
the Attorney-General of tho 
ao man of exceptional 
brilliance, 

The case swayed backward 
and forward as each counse} 
strove to achieve success, Dut 
the Attorney-General had the 
last word and his eloquence 
turned the scale. The jury re~ 
turned a verdict of guilty. 

The somewhat - disappolnted 
prisoner tured : dejectedly ' to 
his warders: “Blimey,” he sald. 
“it. was the riding wot did it” 

It was in truth, the riding 
which did it. 

Nobody has yet discovered 
what qualities must be possessed 
by an advocate if he is to reach 
the highest rank. 


Personali 
ersonality © 

Some say « “personality,” 
others ‘an ability to scize the 
one vital clement in. every 
ease”; still more consider that 
the power to cross-examine is 
the most important. 

Each of these ‘wiscacres is 
wrong. An advocate, to be 
really great, must possess all 
three, Dut perhaps personality” 
{fs the greatest of them all’ _ 

. Nobody who has . watched 
the great figures. of. the past 
can fail to realise that, from 
time to time one has appeated 
who out-shadowed all. his 
rhvals. - When he entered the

The ability to pick out the 
one real point of a case fs not 
by itself enough. It is the 
courage required to selze on 
that polnt to the exclusion of 
all others that is of real im- 
portance. 

Undoubtedly the power to 
cross-examine is the great, 
perhaps the final, test of advo- 
cacy—and !t cannot be learned 
by expericnce or taught by 
rules. It Ss a gift from the 
gods. 

But, after many year’s cross- 
examination and watching 
others cross-examine, I have 
satisfied mysclf that no advo- 
cate will be of much value 
unless he possesses the knack 
—if that is the righ word—ofr 
assessing accurately and almost 
instantaneously the _ personality 
and mentality of the witness 
facing him. 

That is why it js  impos- 
sible to prepare a cross-cx- 
amination in advance. How 
can it be ‘possible to know In 
advance how to cross-examine 
a witness you have never 
seen? 


First question 


It ts only by the most care- 
ful and meticulous considera~ 
tion that anybody can deciae 
if the ‘witness be truthful or 
dishonest, stupid or cunning, 
intelligent or foolish, and it i» 
not until that decision has 
been made that it is any use 
thinking of the questions to be 
asked or the method of a‘tack. 

And even that Is not enough. 
It is the first question that 
really counts—it may be the 
turning point in the whole 
case. It may completely des- 
troy the effect created dy the 
witness. It mnoy change the 
whole atmosphere Im the court. 

That is why it {is folly for 
an advocate to decide how to 
begin his cross-¢; amInation 
until the last second before he 
rises to his fect. 

There must be some weak- 
ness in the story he has just 
heard; he has got to find it and 
stick to it. 

A lying witness has-given 
the most plausible and con- 
vinclng evidence. ‘The atmo- 
sphere throughout the court 
is wholly in his favour, There 
is a smile of self-confidence on 
his face as he completes his 
evidence and faces, with con- 
temptuous superiority, the 
counsel who rises to cross 
examine him, : 

And then—Bang! 

Out comes the first question. 
The witness is completely 
non-plussed. He was prepared 
for it, And he thinks: What 
can my opponent have found 
out against me? : 


In a flash 


- In a finsh his self-confidence 
has gone, ,The smile disappears, 
and the atmosphcro begins 
change—Athat —_ strange, electric 
atmosphere which tells counsel 
whether his questions are 
taking effect. 

From belng friendly, it be- 
comes tinged with doubt and 
then’ with hostillty—and all 
from that first question, 
selected from a host of others 
at the last moment, 

Every member of the Bar 
Imows well that strange atmo- 
sphere. Nobody knows its 
exact source, but it sweeps 
backwards and forwards as 
though to guide ‘the cross- 
examiner on his course. 

It may be encouraging or 
hostile, and if it be hostile the 
wise advocate knows that he 
has struck a wrong note, He 
must change the whole con- 
duct of his case and, if pos- 
sible, he must make the change 
go that nobody knows it is 
being made. 


That electric atmosphere 
the only guide he will ever 
get, and he must always. take

Some counsel have told me

Once launched on a crosa- 
examination one rule must be 
rigorously enforced: never 
allow assistance from outsiders, 
Two people cannot cross- 
examine the same witness at 
the same time.

1 
have seen cqually enthusiastic 
solicitors rising to remind cher 
counsel of some apparently 
forgotten point.

It is to be adopted 
only in extreme casts, as a 
necessary reminder that the 
cross-examiner must be left 
alone, 

One other question is almost 
as Important as the first—the 
last. The witness must not be 
allowed to leave behind too. 
favourable an impression. ‘ 

He may have had time to 
rehabilitate himself during 
the course of a cross-examina- 
tion, which 1s often much too 
Jong, and he may even have 
partially regained his pedestal. 

He must not be allowed to 
remain on ft. He has been 
knocked off it once with the 
first question, he must go 
down again with the last. 

If those two, questions have 
been well chosen the zest of 
the cross-cxamination wil 
probably fali into line. The 
difficulty Mes in choosing them. 


Bitter fights 


As I shall never again be 
called on to sclect them for 
myself, it is immaterial whether 
my ideas are good or bad At 
any rate, I strongly advise 
everybody to disregard them— 
advice from others is useless 
and often harmful. 

Each must decide his own 
method for himself and at the 
end he will not de certain 
mhether his own method ‘was 
good or bad. 

But at’ least: -he will -be 
certain of one thing. If he has 
decided to practise at the 
English Bar, he will have 
lived his life amid glovious 
surroundings; will have 
fought. _ bitter fights ‘with

HE regimental 

organisation 
for the infantry 
which existed up to 
the end of the 
second world war ~~ 
was one of the most 
yaluable features in our 
Army. With this system 
there were two battalions 
of cach Regular regiment, 
a regimental depot, and the 
Territorial and cadet units, 
all linked together on a 
county basis. 


These units all wore the same 
badge and used the same famous 
regimental name, It would be 
Impossible to exnggerate the 
ercat value of these regimental 
traditions in the infantry. 


A slight objection to this 
system was that during war the 
casualties in one regiment might 
be such that the troops of an- 
other regiment would have to 
be sent up to‘replace them, at 
any rate as a temporary 
measure, 


TRADITIONS 


B™ this cross-posting. {from 
one regiment to another was 
quite accepted when necessary 
and caused no special trouble. 


In epite of these great advan- 
tages a proposal was made just 
after the war that a corps of in- 
fantry should ‘be formed. This 
was strongly pressed by the 
authorities at the time. 


By this proposal the individual 
regiments, with their great tra- 
ditions, would have been re- 
placed oy a large bureaucratic 
body serving under one cap 
badge. In this body the great 
names and deeds of the past 
would have been lost and for- 
gotten, 


The authorities argued that 
the large corps, such as the 
Royal -Engincers and the 
Artillory, had maintained’ a high 
tradition; but there was really 
no parallel between these cascs. 


Such was the opposition to 
this proposal of an infantry 
corps that it was dropped and 
followed by the present-day 
plans of infantry groups, by 
which a number of infantry Te- 
giments are groupod together. 


CONSCRIPTION 


HE idea was that the dif- 
ficulties of reinforcement in 
war and individual promotion 
in peace would be simplified if 
the infantry ‘were so organised. 


While the system of infantry 
groups was being arranged the 
proposal for conscription arose. 


The Sociallst Party were 
strongly in favour of conscrip= 
tion, It was supported by a 
fow leading soldiers, but opposed 
by the majoriy of the more 
thoughtful and progressive 
officers.

I had summoned them because 
I was sure that our American 
friends would be very anxious 
that we should do everything - 
possible—and even impossible— 
in the way of immediate opera- 
tlons from India.

A paper setting 
out these views and ‘the argu- 
ments which Ied up_ to them 
was prepared on board ship and 
handed to the American Chiefs 
of Staff os a basis for discussion 
on our arrival in Washington. 


Akyab failure 


We anticipated more difficul- 
tles in reaching agreement with 
‘our American friends over the 
second great sphere of British 
military action, namely, the 
operations from India. At Casa- 
blanca it had been agreed. to 
abn at the capture of Alcyab 
before May 1943, in order, by a 
limited advance from Assam, to 
gain new starting-polnts for im- 
proving the air route and alr- 
life to China. A provisional date 
of Nov. 15, 1943 for an assault 
on Burma had also been fixed, 
subject to o review of forcea 
available in July. 

All this had been — set fortn 
on paper, but we had little to 
show in fact. The advance on 
Akyab had failed, and its cap- 
ture before the monsoon’ had 
now tobe ruled out. The ad- 
-vanee from Assam had not been 
undertaken because of adminis- 
trative difficulties and the in- 
\abliity of the Chinese to advance 
to Yunnan during the spring.

Another burning question for 
us was how to obtain the use 
of the Portuguese Atlantic 
islands.

We wanted to 
be alléwed to refuel our naval 
escorf?s at either San Miguel or 
Fayal, and to have freedom to 
use the Cape Vedre Islands for 
reconnaissance aircraft. 


All these facilities would give 
far better and wider alr cover 
to our convoys, and consequent- 
ly more scope for Cvasive rout~ 
ing. They would increase our 
carrying power by enabling us 
to come more directly through 
the middle of the Atlantic, They 
would give us the power to at- 
tuck U-boats not only going to 
und from the Biscay bases, but 
also while they were resting, 
refuelling, and recharging their 
batteries in mid-ocean, We 
were to find the Americans cven 
more ardent than us on all these 
pointe. 


To Shangri-L 


On May 11 we arrived off 
Staten Island. Harry Hopkins 
was there to meet us, and we 
immedintely entrained for 
Washington. The President was 
on the platform to greet me, and 
whisked me off to my old rooms 
at the White House. The next 
afternoon. May 12, at 2.30 p.m., 
we all met in his oval study to 
survey and lay out our work at 
the conference, 


For the week-end of May 15 
the President proposed to take

Declarer’s Logic 
Does Him Dirt 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


ONGFELLOW once described 

‘a certain little girl as 
follows, “When she was geod. 
she was very, very good, but 
when she was bad, she was 
horrid.” 

The same might apply to ex- 
pert contract players, When 
they are good they are 
very, very good, but when 
they are bad, WOW! 

Take a look at today's hand. 
North and South have six 
spade tricks, five diamond 


tricks and the other two aces.- 


A total of 13 as can be plainly 
seen. 

In a recent important team 
of four match both sides got 
to a final contract of six dia- 
monds on identical bidding, 
The deuce of diamonds was 
epened at both tablest-and one 
declarer proceeded to make all 
the tricks, just like almost any 
other player would. 

The other declarer was more 
resourceful and actually work- 
ed out o fairly logical play 
which | resulted in’ his making 
11 tricks only and belng down 
one. -I. say fairly logical, be- 
cause his play was not the 
best. However, here is his play 
and his reasoning. 

He won the opening lead 
with the king of diamonds, 
cashed the queen of diamonds 
and the queen of spades and

declarer but his- play from 
dummy was different. The 
other declarer simply played 
the king of spades and when 
East followed, spread ‘his hand.. 

This unfortunate player 
made the brilliant(?) play ‘ot 
the ten of. spades. East won 
the trick with the jack and 
was not too surprised to lead 
back the nine of the same 
suit. Declafer mas forced to 
ruff high and therefore was 
left with four spade tricks 
onfy. He cetill had. the heart 
finesse as a Jast resort, but 
when that lost he was down 
one. 

The reader will note that 
this play would hnve won the 
hand if West held all the re- 
maining spades and East the 
remaining trump. It could only 
lose to the exact combination 
of cards’ in the hand. Namely, 
doth remaining spades In the 
East hand and tho king of. 
hearts In the West. 

However this combination 
was elightly more Ilkely than
